Dear  Herb: 

It  was  thoughtful  of  you  to  send  the  information 
regarding  Thomas  McNight.  A  far-removed  cousin  of  mine  who 
lived  all  her  life  near  Prescott,  and  whose  grandfather  was  a 
brother  -  a  much  younger  brother  -  of  my  great  grandfather, 
gave  me  much  of  the  material  that  I  have  accumulated  regarding 

the  McKnights. 

This  ancestor  of  mine  was  a  soldier  in  the  Imperial  A 
Army,  was  reported  to  have  fought  in  The  Napoleonic  War,  came 
to  Canada  very  early  in  the  19th  century,  reed,  his  discharge 
in  Kingston  and  was  offered  200  acres  of  land  in  Prince  Ed. 
County.  He  said, "To  Hell  with  it,  I'll  work  at  my  trade'.1  He  was 
reported  to  have  worked  on  many  of  the  limestone  bu'ldings  in 
Kingston  and  when  The  Battle  of  the  Fenian  Baid  took  place 
was  working  on  the  fort  at  Prescott.  There  is  an  Orange  Lodge 
certificate  from  County  Tyrone,  dated  1814,  which  shows  that  he 
was  still  in  Ireland  at  that  date.  By  the  w  y  it  was  a  regiment 
certificate  which  shows  that  he  was  still  in  the  army  in  1814. 
Thomas  McNight  must  have  been  an  earlier  offshoot  of  the 
family,  although  there  were  McKnights  in  Scotland  as  we  read 
the  name  on  a  tombstone  in  the  cemetery  where  Bobby  Burns  is 
buried. 

I  have  passed  on  the  information  regarding  the  Hinckley 
to  several  of  my  cousins;  thanks  for  giving  me  that  account. 

Some  day  soon  we  are  going  back  to  winter  quarters  but 
not  so  long  as  the  weather  remains  this  perfect.  We  are  still 
enjoying  tour  book.
